Sees Visions 


Just before he lapsed Into uncon- 


sciousness he called his valet saying 
"Plo, Plo; Who Is It? Who Is It?" 
It Is believed the pope saw a vision. 
He was soon tranqulllzed by Dr. Lap- 
ponl and the valet and then his holi- 
ness said: "I feel that I shall expire 
Thursday, the first day of the Carmel- 
ite Jladdona, whom I especially wop- 
ship. 


Noon Hour 


Rome. Noon.—Towards 
noon the 
pope lost consciousness from time 
to tlmo and It Is expected that tho 
end will come at any time. 
He Is 


apparently In a worse condition than 
at any time In his Illness. 


'Doctor'Is Hopeful. 


• The Sunday morning liiillotlii was 
the most favorable signed by the doc- 
tors since the pope's lllnr«« began. 
After It was Issued Dr. Lapponl said. 


"I believe that If the Improvement 


lasts until July 21 we may achieve, 
perhaps not an absolute rurc. but at 
least a general state of health In the 
patient as will allay our anxMy." 


While Dr. Lapponl expressed him- 


self thus far. ho cautioned the- assem- 
bled cardinals and other Vatican au- 
thorities not be too sanguine. 
He 


•aid: 


"Yes. the pope Is better, but 1 beg ; 


you not to exaggerate your nptH'lsm. ] 
You may thus avoid painful disillusion 
later." 


Passes Critical Period. 


Dr. Mazzonl, iipan Isa'tr-: the vatl- 


can, added a word of encouragement. 
He said: 


"At this stage of the pope's Illness 


•we may well be satisfied that he has 
passed the critical period of his mal- 
ady, and that Ills doctors do not con- 
sider him to be In any Imminent dan- 
ger." 


During Sunday morning the pontiff 


participated In tho celebration of mass. 
The ceremony was held In the chapel 
adjoining the sick chamber, Mpr. Mar- 
zonl being tho celebrant. 
The door 


connecting the sickroom 
with 
the 


chapel was opened so that his holiness 
might follow the sen-Ice. HP Insisted 
that Dr. Lapponl and his valet. Contra, 
should leave his sldo and enter the 
chapel In order to better hear the 
mass. 


Has Good Rest. 


The history of Sunday In the sick- 


room was comparatively uneventful. 
The pontiff had several hours' rpposo, 
Dr. Lapponi resting near him through- 
out the night. 
Tho physician twloe 


administered Injections to him. onco 
of digitalis to strengthen the heart and 
another injection of camphor caffeine 
to overcome the patient's growing de- 
pression. 


Sunday morning found the pontiff 


•with spirits bright and the conditions 
generally 
Improved. 
Dr. 
Mazzonl 


joined bis assistant at 8:20 a. m.. and, 
after a brief conference. Issued the priest of this 
most encouraging official bulletin thus was present, 
far given. Besides summarizing the 
satisfactory pathological conditions, 
the doctor gave the cheering tidings 
that tho pontiff's condition had mani- 
festly Improved. The pulse, 
which" 


•went down Saturday to 82, bad risen 
to SG, while tbo temperature and res- 
piration showed no abnormal charac- 
teristics. 


. Eats Light Breakfast. 


Pope Leo took bis usual light break- 


fast and Dr. Lapponi, who has re- 
mained In unceasing vigil since the 
patient's case became desperate, felt 
sufficiently assured to leave the Vati- 
can for the first tlmo going to his 
home, where his daughter lies stricken 
•with fever. When tho j-hyslclan left 
the sickroom he was conrratulatcd by 
many high dignitaries. Including sev- 
eral cardinals, who rejoiced at seeing 
tbo physician tranquil enough to leave 
the patient. 


Dr. Mazzonl was also absent from 


the pope's sldo, which In Itself gave 
the clearest evidence that tho doctors 
themselves were relieved of Immedi- 
ate apprehension. Dr. Rossonl ha* 
been taken sick with fever, and was 
prevented from visiting tho pope, aa 
be intended. 


Pope Holds Audience. 


During Sunday afternoon the pope 


felt strong enough to get up. Ho rose, 
dressed himself • alone in white, and 
•went jo sit J.n bis, usual, armchair, j 


wnere Tie remalnotr 'tor 'Some time. 
Then tho windows were opened for 
a change of air, the sun streaming In, 
togctherwlth a light, refreshing breeze 
from the Mediterranean. Late In the 
afternoon ho received Cardinals Ma- 
thleu, Stelnhuber, Agllardl. and Ca- 
call, Tho pope showed his usual 
brightness and lucidity of mind, and 
spoke to each without showing any 
perceptible fatlguo. To Cardinal Ma- 
thlcu his holiness said: 


Prays for Peace. 


"I have not ceased for one moment 


to pray God to protect France and 
have tho men now governing her re- 
pent and stop tho persecution of the 
church." 


He then sent tho apostolic blessing 


to Cardinal Mathleu's sister, who Is a 
tun. He heartily thanked Cardinal 
Stelnhuber. who told him that thb 
whole Jesuit order was dally praying 
for hid recovery and preservation, and 
he asked Cardinal Agllard! how ho 
liked tho position of vice chancellor of 
tho church, to which ho was appointed 
at the last consistory, and how the 
cardinal enjoyed bis new residence, 
tho beautiful and historic palaco of tho 
chancellerlc. 


Grants Benediction. 


Hearing that the cardinal had not 


yet moved there. Pope 
Leo 
said: 


"You 
must settle yourself before leav- 


ing for tho country," as though the 
conclave was a most rcmoto possibil- 
ity. 
Ho thanked Cardinal Casall for 


the warm Interest he hud taken In 
his Illness, and then gave all tho car- 
dinals his hand to shake. 
As the 


king of Spain had telegraphed to in- 
quire about the pope's hciiltli and had 
asked for the papal benediction, his 
holiness directed Cardinal Knmpollu 
to telegraph back granting the ro- 
quest. 


Later Ihn pontiff loot; a short nap 


and slept tranquilly enough, although 
ho scorned to have more illlllculty hi 
breathing. 


Hcldft His Own. 


Tho doctors relumed at 7:30- Sun- 


day evening, and their evening bulle-

Cardinals Do Not Walt. 


There lire many signs In Vatican 


circles that the belief IK beginning to 
spread that the pope will recover and 
that matters at the apostolic palncc 
will return to their former condition. 
The picket of the noble guards. which 
•was stationed In (lit; pontifical ante 
chamber, has been withdrawn, and 
tho palatine guards that had been 
posted overywhero In the Vatican, on 
the'staircases and In tho courtyard, 
bavo also disappeared. 


Tho cardinals who went to tho Vat- 


ican to .inquire about tho pope's con- 
dition, af'T hearing that his Improve- 
ment continued, returned homo im- 
mediately. Instead of passing several 
hours in the loggia Uaffalo, as they 
had dono during tho preceding week 
awaiting news of tho pope's demise 
and 
making preparations for the 


next conclave.

said he Intends to request the Jewu 
to withdraw their petition. 
Ho will 


plead In support of this request that 
the Russian government has practical- 
ly declined In advance to receive or 
consider the petition and that there- 
fore It would be uselcfs to send It to 
tho czar. His real reason, however, Is 
said to be that he fears tho transmlt- 
tal of the petition will result In a very 
unfriendly feeling on the part of Rus- 
sia towards this country.

dent feels that it Is the better part of 
wisdom to withdraw from the Klsht- 
ncff affair and It Is not believed that 
tho Jews will object strongly to his 
proposal.

BISHOP'S VIEWS. 


PRESENT 
NAME UNSUITABLE 


American Catholic Church Is Recom- 


mended as Substitute for 


Protestant Episcopal. 


DJ- Bishop Anderson, of the Diocese 
of Chicago, extracts from which fol- 
low: 
First, the subject Is not of first 


rate importance. 
It Is not a matter 


of life and death. 
The missionary 


•work of the church, the evangelistic

building work.—these are of the first 
importance. 
They aro not affected 


very seriously by a name that

Favors Changing Name 


This Is not a party matter. 
If it 


-were we should take no part In It. 
Churchmen of all schools have debat- 
ed this for many years. 
We repeat, 
this is not a party question. 
It Is 


a question of employing a title that 
•will fit In with those creeds and of- 
fices of tho church in .which all kinds 
of churchmen love to unite. 


I strongly favor dropping at the 


earliest possible moment, the words 
Protestant Episcopal wherever they 
occur In the formal phraseology of 
the church.

Hotv Ban/t JVotes are Made 


First In consideration 
In making 


a bank note .Is to prevent others 
from making a counterfeit of It says 
the New York Herald. 
Therefore. 


all the notes of a certain denomina- 
tion or value must be exact duplicates 
of 
one another. 
If they were en- 


graved by hand this would not be 
the case. 
To make a vignette it Is 


first necessary to make a large draw 
Inp on paper with great care, and a 
daguerreotype is then given to the 
engraver, who uses a steel point to 
make on It the outlines of the picture. 
The plate Is Inked and a print Is talt 
en of It. 
While the Ink 
Js still damp, the 


print Is laid down on a steel plate, 
which has been softened by heating 
It redhot and letting It cool slowly, 
It Is then put In a press, and an ex- 
act copy Is made thus on the steel 
plate. 
This the engraver finishes 


with his graver, a little tool with a 
three cornered point, which cuts a 
clean line, leaving no rough edge. 


Now this plate Is used to print 


from. 
It must be made very hard 


and this Is done by heating and cool- 
Ing quickly. 
A little roller of sort- 


ened steel Is then rolled over It by 
a powerful machine until Its surface 
has been forced Into all the lines of 
the plate. The outlines of the vig- 
nette are thus transferred to the Holler 
In raised lines, and after the roller 
Is hardened It Is used to roll over 
platcH of softened 
steel, and thus 


makes In them sunken lines exactly 
like those of the plate originally en- 
graved. 
The center picture Is en- 


graved nnd transferred to a roller, 
like the vignette, but the network in 


the upper corners and also on the 
back of the note Is made 
by 
the 


lathe. 
This machine costs $.".000. 


a price that puts It beyond the icnch 
of counterfeiters. 
Its work is so 


perfect that It cannot be Imitated by 
hand. 
The lathe engraves the net- 


work on softened steel, nnd the fig- 
ure In the middle Is then engraved 
by hand. 
It Is now hardened and 


transferred to a roller like the other. 


The plates from which notes are 


to be printed are of softened steel, 
and large enough to print four notes 
at once. 
Four 
engravings of the 


note must therefore be made on it, 
and this Is done by rolling the hard- 
ened steel rollers containing the rals 
ed pictures over It in their appro- 
priate places until the pictures are 
pressed into Its surface. 
The flno 


lettering around the borders of 
the 


note Is transferred in the same way 
but the other lettering is put on by 
hand. 
This process- saves a good 


deal of time and it secures absolute 
uniformity In the four engravings on 
the plate. 
The back parts of the 


notes are printed first and when the 
Ink Is dry the greenback Is printed, 
to be followed by the red stamps and 
numbers. 
It Is then signed and Is-, 


suerl. For greater security, one part j 
of the.note Is engraved and printed i 
at one place, nnd another part at 
another place, when 
It is sent to 


Vnshlnston to be finished and sign- 
ed, 
nut. needless to Pay. after all 


this can- nnd all these safeguards, 
many skillfully executed counterfeits 
have been rnnde and Issued some of 
them so good as to deceive expert 
judces of money."
